Anti-United States demonstra- 
tions broke out here Sunday as 
Vice President Richard M, Nixon 
arrived on his South American 
tour. 

Mounted police charged the 
crowd with drawn sabres at one 
point and eight youths were ar- 
rested as they shouted: “Nixon, 
No! Out with Nixon!” and

There were no casualties. 

The hostile cries broke out as 
Nixon was about to place a 
wreath at the foot of a statue 
of South American liberator 
Simon Bolivar and while a milli- 
tary band was playing the Star 
Spangled Banner and the Colom- 
bian national anthem. 

Nixon remained unperturbed 
and smiling throughout the incl- 
dent, and waved to the majority 
of the crowd that was friendly 
and objected to the anti-U.s. out- 
break. 

In Bolivar Plaza, the wun- 
friendly youths were silent until 
Nixon arrived In a large crowd. 


The throng then split Into two]

By some strange coincidence, 
thie month's classical releases 
include two recordings of Stra- 
vireky'’s “Firebird” coupled with 
“Petrouchka.” one conducted 
by Seherchen (Weetrunrter) 
and the other by Stokowsk! 
(Capitol). Roth performances 
are of a very high standard, say 
the critics, but the price factor 
and the fact that the Stokowsk! 
performance of the “Firebird” 
ie not complete, would seem to 
weigh the scales in favor of 
Secherchen. 


Another highlight of this 
month's selections is a Choral 
Symphony coating only ¥1,700. 
Perhaps no work has been the 
object of such &@ big price war 
as thie symphony.

The feverish gaiety that is 
generated amid the fumes of 
Seotch, cognac and the caco 
phony of the human voice, has 
a powerful fascination for the 
literary set who have @ pas- 
sionate attachment for their 
bars.

LONDON (Kyodo-UP)—RBrit- 
ain will start work on the 
world’s first hydrogen fusion 
power plant in two years’ time, 


the newspaper The People 
claimed Sunday. 
Tne report said the plant 


would begin to generate electri- 
city from sea water “probably” 
five years later—in 1965. 

When Britain revealed her 
Zeta apparatus last autumn 
atomic experts predicted it 
would take at least 20 years be- 
fore hydrogen fusion energy— 
the power which “heats” the 
sun—could be harnessed to 
produce electricity. 

Zeta was constructed to gen- 
erate the extreme heat necessary 
to bring hydrogen fusion. The 
doughnut-shaped apparatus is 
capeble of reaching a tempera- 
ture of 5 million degrees centi- 
grade. Scientists say at least 200 
million degrees are necessary to 
start the fusion reaction. 

The People eaid Sunday Brit- 
ish scientists had started to 
build a larger type of Zeta, hop- 
ing it would be capable of reach- 
ing this temperature. 

Zeta Ul would be completed 
after two years, the newspaper 
said, and when it proved suc- 
cessful work on a power station 
functioning along the same lines 
would start immediately.

The 112-page publication also 
observed that “decreased in- 
dustrial activity in Canada and 
the United States prevented a 
normal seasonal gain in world 
industrial production” between 
the third and fourth quarters 
of 1957.

ed the lady for some 15 minutes 
until further rescue operations 
could be carried out. Although 
the water temperature was 
near freezing and there was 
danger of both parties succumb- 
ing, an even greater hazard was 
that any further movement of 
the ship alongside would have 
resulted in both the passenger 
and Jackson being crushed to 
death. 


As a result of Jackson's gal- 
lantry, rescue operations were 
able to proceed, and the s 
senger was eventually lifted 
safely from the water.

Uranium Exports 
May Hit A-Industry 


A U.S. plan to permit private 


industry to export uranium 
may hit the Japanese atomic 
energy industry, informed 


sources said yesterday. 

American firms will start a 
vigorous sales campaign in Ja- 
pan with enforcement of the 
plan, which was announced by 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Com 
mission May 8, they predicted. 

The Japanese uranium in- 
dustry is still in its infancy and 
will not be able to meet the 
U.S. competition the informants 
said. 

The projected unrestricted 
sale and export of uranium by 
U.S. private firms is designed 
to develop overseas markets for 
U.S. uranium before Britain, 
which is ahead in the sale of 
atomic power generation plants, 
they indicated. 

Another reason for the lifting 
of the ban on the sale and ex- 
port of uranium through pri 
vate business is that the de- 
velopment of uranium deposits 
in the U.S. has already passed 
the point where military needs 
alone use up the total output.

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Japan and Red China 


The strained relations that have sprung up between 
Japan and Communist China ere much to be deplored, and 
we cannot help thinking that they are unnecessary. 

For example, we do not understand why the Kishi Gov- 
ernment’s policy, which is one of having as close trading 
and cultural relations as possible without making any polli- 
tical or ideological concessions to the Red regime in Peiping 
cannot be accepted by the latter, at least for the time being. 


We are not going to argue thet an absence of proper 
diplomatic relations between Japan and Red China is de- 
sirable as a permanent condition of things. Ot course, it 
is not; but we have to face present facts. The Japanese 
Government has tried to fece the facts and we should have 
thought that the policy it has adopted was not only a work- 
able one but also calculated to give no offense to the Red 
politicos, 

But what do we find’ First, the Chinese Reds made a 
tremendous todo about fingerprinting and, when the Japa- 
nese Government bent backwards to be conciliatory in this 
matter, Peiping raised the flag issue, To put things bluntly, 
the Communists want to fly the Red flag whenever they feel 
so inclined in Tokyo and other Japanese cities, 

They asked to fiy the Red flag over the Chinese Trade 
mission headquarters, but it is quite obvious that this was 
to be regarded by them as only a start. The raising of the 
Red flag in Nagasaki showed plainly enough what the 
Reds were after. We regret that some private persons as 
promptly pulled it down, but the suggestions by Commu- 
nist officials in Peiping that Prime Minister Kishi himself 
“hired” or “allowed” some “ruffians” to do this are as ab- 
surd as they ore insulting. 


In actual fact, the pulling down of the Red flag in Naga- 
seki is an illustration of what might only too frequently 
occur if this fag were flown all over Japan and a justifica- 
tion for the unwillingness of the Japanese authorities that 
it should be prominently displayed. It has nothing what- 
éver to do with the feelings of Japanese people themselves 
toward the Chinese people. Those feelings are friendly so 
far as personel .matters go, and there is a great desire here 
for amiceble trade relations. ‘ 

But the Peiping Government must understand, and 
Communists everywhere should understand, that the great 
majority of the Japanese people absolutely reject the Com- 
munist system. They want nothing to do with ic. If it should 
ever be proved that the Chinese people have voluntarily 
accepted. the Communist way of life, the Japanese nation 
will have no desire to interfere with their decision. But, 
let us repeat, the Japanese people do not want communism 
and ite evil werks here. 


The attempts now being made in Peiping by Foreign 
Minister Chen Yi and others to work up agitation against 
the Japanese Government when this country faces a gen- 
eral election Suggests that is partiy an attempt to in- 
fluence that election. if that is the case, it is not likely 
to succeed. 

Mr. Chen Y!, aceording to a Peiping broadcast, declares 
that Prime Minister Kishi “in order to fawn on the United 
States and the Chiang Kai-shek clique, openly sabotaged the 
Sino-Japanese trade agreement and made vicious and in- 
sulting attacks on China.” These statements are not true, 
and if Mr. Chen Yi believes they are, he must be mis- 
informed as to the facts. 

We further note that Mr. Chen Yi's statements are so 
worded as to suggest that the Japanese Government is one 
thing, and the Japanese people another; in other words, 
while the Japanese people are longing to take the Chinese 
to their arms and hail them as brothers, the Kishi Govern- 
ment will have none of it. This is a favorite attitude of the 
Communists. Readers may judge for themselves of the 
true facts. but we may just point out that anv Government 
worthy of the name has a duty to protect itself and its 
people from subversive activities. 


Perhaps the truest thing that has come out of Peiping 
lately ie the revelation that the Chinese Reds are not very 
particular about doing trade with Japan. We have never 
believed they were. What we do think is that Peiping 
believes that Japan's desire for trade can be turned into 
an instrument to further its own ends or the ends of its 
superiors in Moscow. We fear. too. that this idea of Peiping’s 
had been somewhat fostered by the overanxiety shown by 
the private Japanese missions that have gone to Red China 
to make unwise concessions in the face of Communist pres- 
sure. We understand the eager feelings of Japanese traders, 
but they must bear in mind that the Communists are out 
to get everything they can and to give very little in return. 


Notwithstanding these patent facts. we greatly regret 
that tensions between the two countries have assumed their 
present height, and we sincerely hope that a modus 
operandi can be found. We know that in the present condi- 
tion of the world, it is hard to push politics into the back- 
ground, but the Kishi Government has made a sincere 
attempt to eliminate political considerations in Japan's 
trade dealings with Red China. We think that if the 
Peiping Government were to make an equal effort matters 
could be smoothed out.

Temple of Dolls 


The Hokyoji Temple at Hor!l- 
kawa, Kyoto, is commonly call- 
ed the Temple of Dolls, because 
there is a wonderful collection 
of exquisite old dolls. Buddhist 
temples and dolls are never a> 
sociated together. However 
certain circumstances brought 
them together here. 


This ancient temple was first 
erected in 1368 by a nun named 
Keigan-zenni, in her wish to re- 
build a defunct temple. The 
nun was an Imperial princess, 
but entering the service of 
Buddha, she took the name of 
Keigan-zenni. As she was its 
founder & has been always a 
nun who has acted as the. pre 
siding priest here. 


As the Imperial Court was 
among the first to embrace the 
new religion there were many 
Imperial princesses and other 
noble ladies who became nuns. 
Also there have been many 
temples headed by nuns. So 
the case of the Hokyoji having 
a nun as the principal priest is 
no exception. 


Following the example set by 
Keigan-zenni, Imperial  prin- 
cesses succeeded to the head- 
ship of the temple up to the 
Meiji Restoration. In the Meiji 
Era, daughters of the families 
of peers took the position. 
While the peers are now 
abolished, the temple still has 
a nun at its head. 

As Imperial princesses head- 
ed the temple, it became custo- 
mary for the Imperial Court to 
present dolls to each of them, 
and the custom was kept up by 
the peers. 

Thus, naturally a collection 
of a large number of artistically 
made dolis grew. The dolls 
were formerly never shown to 
the public although the collec- 
tion was well known. 

As the number of people 
wishing to see the magnificent 
dolis became larger some of the 
outstanding ones have been 
piaced in glass show cases “or 
publie view since this spring. 
Thus a new attraction has been 
added to the old city of Kyoto.

Revolt in Tibet

The revolt in Tibet against 
the Chinese Communists is be- 
coming more serious. Tibet is 
the only Communist-controlled 
country where resistance has 
been kept up for so long and is 
actually gaining in effective- 
ness. 

The main center of rebellion 
is the eastern provinces. Since 
1956 a fierce guerrilla struggle 
has been carried on by the 
Khamba and Amdowa people. 


They are famous for their 
stubbornness. 

The revolt was caused by 
Chinese attempts to detach 


eastern Tibet from the rest of 
the country and to bring it 
under direct Chinese adminis- 
tration. This threatened not 
only the Tibetan way of life but 
also the Buddhist religion, The 
Chinese army was extraordi- 
narily tactless. Tibetan tradi- 
tion was outraged. Soldiers 
were allowed to hang up their 
washing in Buddhist holy places 
and images of Buddha were 
desecrated. 


Since the rebellion began the 
Chinese army has suffered 
heavy losses. One estimate puts 
them as high as between 20,000 
and 30,000 men. Not all these 
have been killed but the strug- 
gie is carried on in, one of the 
wildest areas of the world 
where medical aid is scanty and 
disease takes heavy toll. 

At the present moment the 
Chinese losses may be as high 
as 300 a day. Bridges and roads 
have been blown up and the 
Chinese garrisons depend for 
supplies on air drops from 
planes based on West China. 

The revolt is spontaneous, an 
explosion of popular fury 
against the occupying forces. It 
has no central direction. Dif- 
ferent units of insurgents act 
more or less on their own initia- 
tive and they do not seem to 
be coordinated. 

The most striking success of 
the rebels up to the present 
was the ambushing two years 
ago of the Chinese Vice Premi- 
er Chen Yi who has since then 
become China's Foreign Minis- 
ter. On his way to Lhassa to 
discuss closer integration of 
Tibet and China he was caught 
by a Khamba attack. The 
Tibetans claim that 300 of his 
escort were killed. He surviv- 
ed with only eight of his follow- 
ers, 

Various unusual circum- 
stances have helped the resis- 
tance. Chief of these is the 
epirit of the people. They are 
passionately devoted to Budd- 
hism. At one stage the Chi- 
nese bombed the monastery at 
Litang killing 2,000 lamas. They

merchants” but it is a powerful 
organization. If it was not, the 
Chinese would have suppressed 
it.

Australian Policy 
On Asian Migrants

SYDNEY (AP) — Australians 
today are talking more aboui 
letting a quota of Asians into 
this vast underpopulated British 
Commonwealth. 


But there is little likelihood of 
Australia’s stringent white Aus- 
tralia laws being relaxed to 
admit even a small number of 
Asians as migrants. 


Australia, with a population of 
nearly 10 million, has about 190 
acres for every person; in the 
great are to the north and west 
there are 100 times that number 
of land-hungry Asians. 


While the land of Australia is 
not as rich as that part of Asia 
which nourishes millions, just 
about everybody agrees that 
this country could support at 
least three times its present 
population. 


Even the stanchest advocates 
of a quota of Asians do not sug- 
gest thas tens of thousands of 
people from India, Indonesia, 
Malaya, China, and Japan should 
be brought here. They are think- 
ing in terms of hundreds—just 
sufficient to show Asians that 
Australia does not think they 
are inferior. 


The bulk of public opinion 
here, however, is dead against 
any relaxation of the white Aus- 
tralian policy. 

Both major Australian politi- 
cal parties, Liberal and Labor, 
are opposed to Asian migration 
of any kind. Both realize it 
would be political suicide in this 
country, the people of which for 
decades have been in fear of a 
flood of Asians pouring in. 


Labor has gone on record as 
believing quota system for 
Asians would be more offensive 
to Australia’s neighbors than 
the present policy of exclusion. 

And Prime Minister Robert 
G. Menzies recently said, in 
effect, the same thing. 


With a “token Asian quota” 
a subject of popular debate, 
Menzies was asked in a televi- 


sion program what he thought 
about it. 


He replied: “I think we would 
do badly to violate the prin- 
ciples of the present migration 
policy... 

“Unfortunately, I have had 
experience with this word 
token, and I feel a token quota 
would grow.” 

Menzies said, however, his 
opposition to an Asian migrant 
quota did not mean he thought 
Australians were superior to 
Asians, 

“We are but 
definitely not he 
said, 

The newest debate on Asian 
migration was sparked by a 
decision of the national conven- 
tion of Apex clubs urging just 
such a quota, 

Apex is an organization of 
middie class young men which 
has not yet developed into a 
powerful pressure group here. 

Convention chairman Arthur 
Holden said they were not 
asking for unrestricted migra- 
tion from Asia, but he hoped 
there would be an end to a 
ban based on race and color.
